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Regulations for ORC 
Revised by War Dept 


JREGULATIONS governing the ac- 
tivities and administration of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps in generai, 
and for each branch of the Reserves, 
have been completely revised, and be- 
came effective July 1. Most of the 
new regulations are now in print, and 
the others are expected to be ready 
shortly. 

The regulations for the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps, AR 140-5, April 16, 1931, 
have undergone complete revision and 
have had incorporated in them all the 
changes made by circulars. Also per- 
tinent information formerly contained 
in AR 140-21 and AR 135-10 is now 
contained in the new _ regulations 
which became effective July 1. This 
new regulation is now completely up 
to date. In addition, Reserve regula- 
tions pertaining to general informa- 
tion for each branch of the Army have 
been revised to correspond with the 
revision of the basic regulation. 

No radical changes have been incor- 
porated in the new regulation, the 
chief purpose of the revision being to 
clarify and to bring up to date the 
old regulation. The incorporation of 
regulations, AR 140-21 and AR 135-10, 
in the new regulation, which super- 
sedes both these regulations as well as 
AR 140-5 of Jan. 16, 1928, is for the 
purpose of concentrating the general 
information pertaining to the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. 

One point of considerable impor- 
tance, published previously in a War 
Department Circular, and now em- 
bodied in the new regulation is an ex- 
ception to promotion by certificate of 
capacity, which will be made, “ * * * 
if the officer has demonstrated, during

A schedule 
has been drawn up showing all of the 
contemplated changes and is now being 
distributed to corps area and depart- 
ment commanders and chiefs of arms 
and services by The Adjutant General. 
The schedule showing the general 
plan is published on page 1060 of this 
issue. The dates shown in the sched- 
ule are tentative, The Adjutant Gen- 
eral informs, and are subject to such 
adjustments as may be necessary in 
working out details within available 
funds. 
Shifts are made in the station or 
status of virtually every unit. Vir-

New USMA Class Reports

West Point, N. Y.—Approximately 
340 young men, representing every 
State in the Union, were admitted to 
the U. S. Military Academy here July 
1. In this group are 34 ex-regulars 
from the ranks of the Army who won 
their appointments to West Point as 
a result of competitive examinations 
which were restricted to regular sol- 
diers. 

Under the schedule of instruction 
laid out by Maj. Gen. William R. 
Smith, superintendent, the work of 
equipping and drilling the new cadets 
started soon after their arrival. Most 
of them were in uniform by noon 
ready for their first formation as cadets 
when they marched to dinner. 

At evening parade they were sworn 
in. The new plebes marched onto the 
parade ground and formed a hollow 
square in front of the Corps. Then 
with the colors of the Military Acad- 
emy in the center of the square Mr. 
Issac Boyle administered the oath of 
office. This was the 20th class sworn 
in by Mr. Boyle. 

July 2 the new cadets’ day started 
with reveille at 5:50 a.m., and closed 
with taps. at 9:30 p.m. Drill schedules 
have been prepared with alternate pe- 
riods. of drills and lectures. Each af- 
ternoon the period from 4 to 5 p.m. 
will be devoted to athletics, a six 
weeks’ schedule having been prepared 
in six different sports. The new men 
will spend a week at basketball, base- 
ball, track, lacrosse, soccer and foot- 
ball. For the coming month, the drill 
will consist of instruction in guard 
duty, rifle marksmanship, infantry, 
physical training, bayonet exercises and 
athletics.

Admiral Fiske Patent Award 
Overruled by Higher Court 


A RULE of law of far-reaching im- 

portance to officers of the military 
service who hold or may take out pat- 
ents was laid down by the D. C. Court 
of Appeals, June 27, in reversing the 
judgment awarded to Rear Adm. Brad- 
ley A. Fiske, USN, ret., against Rear 
Adm. William A. Moffett, USN. 


The judgment, for $198,500, had been 
given to Admiral Fiske by the District 
of Columbia Supreme Court for al- 
leged infringement of a patent on a 
torpedo dropping device which had 
been installed and used on 397 air- 
planes of the United States Navy. 
Admiral Moffett, as Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics during most of the 
time the alleged infringement took 
place, was made defendant in the ac- 
tion brought by Admiral Fiske. 


In the opinion of the Court of Ap- 
peals, delivered by Justice Hitz, the 
lower court’s decision was overruled on 
two grounds. First as a matter of 
law, the Government was held to have 
an irrevocable license to the patent; 
and second, as a question of fact, the 
patent was -held to be invalid for in- 
operativeness. 


In deciding the case, the Court holds 
that the rule of law to be followed is 
that laid down by the U. S. Supreme 
Court in Solomons vs. U. S. as fol- 
lows: “An employee, performing all 
the duties assigned to him in his de- 
partment of service, may exercise his 
inventive powers in any direction he 
chooses, with the assurance that what- 
ever invention he may thus conceive 
and perfect is his individual property. 
There is no difference between the gov- 
ernment and any other employer in this 
respect. But this general rule is sub- 
ject to limitations. If one is employed 
to devise or perfect an instrument, 
or a means for accomplishing a pre- 
scribed result, he cannot, after suc- 
cessfully accomplishing the work for 
which he was employed, plead title 
thereto as against his employer. What- 
ever rights as an individual he may 
have had in and to his inventive pow- 
ers, and that which they are able to 
accomplish, he has sold in advance to 
his employer.” 

Holding that the case comes within 
the exception to the rule, the court 
emphasizes that Admiral Fiske received 
“education at the Naval Academy fit- 
ting him for a career of Naval Service” 
and later as Inspector of Ordnance at 
the Bliss Plant in Brooklyn, acquired 
“as an officer in the Naval Service all 
knowledge of automobile torpedoes 
then known, which knowledge and ex- 
perience he retained until he applied 
for the patent in suit.” 

“This was his.duty, and in its dis- 
charge he acquired his knowledge,” the 
opinion states, “and the experience

New Navy “Economy” 
To Save $10,000,000 


UN DER the spur of the’ President’s 

economy program, an estimated 
total of $10,000,000 out of the 1932 ap- 
propriations is to be turned back into 
the Treasury next June 30 by the Navy, 
it has been learned. 

Naval aviation will bear a heavy 
part of the loss, losing 30 patrol planes 
which were to be bought for the Fleet 
Air Bases at Coco Solo and Pearl Har- 
bor. This will result in a saving of 
$3,000,000 to the Government, in addi- 
tion to the $1,500,000 saved when it 
was decided last winter to cut 15 planes 
from the program for 1932. 

Hard hit by the cut made last year, 
the naval service was called upon to 
pare expenditures still further at the 
much discussed week end at the Presi- 
dent’s Rapidan Camp, and will cut 
$10,000,000 from the expenditures for 
the year, which were already reduced 
$22,000,000. 

A great deal of loose talk has been 
heard, with reference to the amount 
of money saved and to be saved by the 
economy program. Numerous stimates 
have been made, many of them inaccu- 
rate and misleading, resulting, no 
doubt, from the complexity of the sub- 
ject matter. The true index of the sav- 
ings, it is pointed out at the Navy De- 
partment, is in the reduced approstios 
tions for 1932.. Approximately $360,- 
000,000 is carried in the 1932 Navy 
supply act, as compared with $382,- 
000,000 in the 1931 act—a reduction of 
about $22,000,000. 

This saving—$22,000,000—is the re- 
sult of the new fleet operating plan, 
delays in construction of naval vessels, 
reduction in the price of oil and of 
commodities and the paring done all

I have kept in close 
touch with your work, through the 
Commandant, and it is most gratifying 
to note that you have made full use 
of the opportunities afforded you and 
have lived up to the records you had 
established for yourselves prior to 
coming here. I told you at the open- 
ing exercises last September that you 
had been selected for this assignment 
because your past efforts, interests and 
records were of a high order. That 
you have lived up to those records is 
evidenced by the academic standing of 
the individuals of the class which 
ranges between 81 and 96. 

“I am going to repeat something 
that I said to you last September as 
you were <n upon this course of 
study, because I feel that your success

THE moratorium on war debts and reparations, proposed by President Hoover, 

was discussed this week by the press in general. It is claimed by some, that 
the psychological effect will be tremendous, and may have a large part in bring- 
ing to an end the world-wide economic depression. Still, even with the general 
belief that it would be a good move, there are many and various opinions that do 
not harmonize, and one of the strongest of these is the belief that Germany will 
not be willing to resume payments at the end of a year. 


“@\N the whole, the reaction to President Hoover’s proposal of a year’s sus- 

pension of reparations and war-debt payments has been remarkably favor- 
able,” says the Chicago Daily News (Independent). “The proposal has had a 
distinctly revivifying effect on trade and on the securities market. The general 
feeling is that a constructive and courageous step at last has been taken toward 
the economic rehabilitation of a depressed and discouraged world.” 


“WHEN that year is over, does anybody honestly believe that Germany will 

consent to resume reparations payments in full and possibly cover back 
payments?” questions the New York Journal of Commerce. “If not, ought not 
the public be systematically prepared, without further delay, for the inevitable 
stock taking that is ahead? If Congressional support for the Hoover program 
has to be bought by binding commitments that the debt agreements will be con- 
sidered sacrosanct, and payments resumed in full at the end of a year, it would 
be better to do nothing at all. If a constructive policy is on the other hand 
contemplated, it is not too soon to take the public into the confidence of the 
Administration and bring pressure to bear upon Congress so that it cannot 
escape facing the real issue that confronts us.” 


“OF course there is good theoretic justification for French collection of that 

money this year—just as there is perfect logic for American collection of 
French and other Allied debt payments to us,” holds the Washington News 
(Independent). “But this has nothing to do with the practical emergency. 

“The emergency is such that Germany in the end will be forced into default 
and perhaps into revolution unless she is given a moratorium. The choice is 
whether France—and other creditor nations—prefer to postpone one payment 
or risk losing all financial claims on Germany and investments in Germany. 

“France is not a fool. Despite all her objections she has been willing in 
the past to scale down German payments when she had to—that was the mean- 
ing and purpose of. the Dawes Plan and the later Young Plan. And that is 
the meaning of this new move, which gives breathing space for another 
revision downward.” 


“THE Washington correspondent of The London Times, induldging in the 

favorite pastime of Americans, has been assaying the possible effects of 
Mr. Hoover’s proposal on Democratic aspirants for the Presidential nomina- 
tion,” states the New York Times (Independent Democratic). “Already, he 
thinks, enthusiasm for Governor Roosevelt is ‘reduced’ while the stock of Newton 
D. Baker, for years an advocate of war-debt revision, has risen perceptibly. 
But the correspondent wisely adds that the political consequences will depend 
not only upon the acceptance of Mr. Hoover’s plan, but upon whether it has, by 


not merely to relieve Germany and avert an economic collapse abroad. It was 


also to bring an end to depression and benefit American industry.” 


‘TT would be easy to exaggerate the practical significance of President Hoover’s 

‘debt holiday,’” says the Philadelphia Public Ledger (Independent Repub- 
lican). “Undoubtedly in certain quarters hopes have already been raised which 
are beyond any early realization. Merely relieving the German governmental 
and national railway budgets of something like $400,000,000 for a year is not 
going to change the whole face of the world-wide. depression overnight. That 
much could have been done for Germany by a syndicate of bankers. 

“But judging by the general satisfaction and enthusiasm which have greeted 
Mr. Hoover’s move, what has been done filled a tremendous psychological need, 
It is difficult to imagine any other step which would have had a similar effect, 
It is in its many implications, perhaps, that the strength of the proposal lies 
and in its possibilities for quick, simple action. 

“Some analysts believe that the bottom of the economic depression has been 
reached and perhaps passed. This remains to be seen. But few will deny that 
the psychological depression had reached the lowest point since the great crash 
of 1929. As Prof. Irving Fisher observes, conditions were acutely psychological 
at the height of the boom. Something like moral stagnation was widely 
manifested. 

“The nations of Europe have been automatically drawn together in the 
common cause. Barriers for the moment seem to be down and much good will is 
evinced on all sides. The familiar resentment toward the United States has 
been at least temporarily abated. Any move which does all these things at one 
stroke is of immense importance, and whether or not it accomplishes the eco- 
nomic miracles which seem to be expected of it in some quarters, it has served 
a highly useful purpose.” 


“ON the day that Mr. Hoover’s statement was issued the world was revealing 

a psychology similar in many ways to that it knew in July, 1914,” avers 
the New York Herald Tribune (Independent Republican). “Again it was 
facing an emergency; the crisis was less terrible, of course, and the pressures 
less severe than in 1914, but there was the same sense of impending collapse. 
And the leaders were similarly helpless—between the jealousies of their own 
publics, their inability to give up national advantages and their calculations 
of future contingencies—to do anything about it. The result in 1914 was to 
produce a catastrophe which everyone wanted to avoid and amid which every 
nation suffered far worse that it could have done by almost any other solution. 
Something of the same sort might have happened this Summer in the economic 
field.’ 


“PLaAINLy, the French will be trying to make the best bargain they can, but 

equally plainly they cannot safely be excessively stiff-necked in their bar- 
gaining—because of the danger of isolation, plus the very real danger that a 
collapse in negotiations for relief of Germany would invite explosions in that 
country which would cost the French more than any suggested concessions,” 
says the Baltimore Sun (Independent Democratic). “So M. Briand and his 
associates in the French Cabinet are doing the best they can to reach a not-too- 
costly agreement, and Mr. Stimson and his associates are doing their best to 
get the French to carry a share of the load for one year that will be reasonably 
commensurate with the share we offer to carry. It is not exactly what an 
idealist might like. But it is much better than to have the two governments 
digging in and nailing flags to the mast and getting themselves into do-or-die

(Continued from First Page) 
as Quartermasters and Staff officers 
depends upon its observance and that 
your efficiency will be judged by those 
with whom you are to serve by the ex- 
tent to which you follow the precepts 
I attempted to express.

There is no other branch of the service 
where an officer is called upon to per- 
form a greater variety of duties or to 
meet a greater variety of situations 
than the Quartermaster Corps. The 
problems presented are always tangible 
and concrete, demanding practical so- 
lutions. The officer performing the du- 
ties of a Quartermaster must, there- 
fore, be healthy in body, mentally 
alert, energetic, enthusiastic, and re- 
sourceful, ready and willing at all 
times to give his best in service to his 
command or unit. He must be tactful, 
have initiative, and be willing to as- 
sume responsibility. On the other 
hand, he must be given freedom of ac- 
tion if he is to carry out his duties 
efficiently and successfully; but, if he 
is to have freedom of action, he must 
keep his superiors informed. He can- 
not, any more than any other staff 
officer, be a free lance. e is first of 
all a soldier, and, secondly, a staff spe- 
cialist, keeping in mind at all times 
that he performs no service, executes 
no duty that is not of interest to his 
commander, a necessary perogative for 
the proper administration of the com- 
mand. As in any other line of en- 
deavor, the successful performance of 
his duties is measured by the results 
he achieves, but in so doing he must 
display those unmistakable qualities 
that distinguish the disciplined soldier 
—loyalty, cooperation and team work. 
Detailed Officers 

“The majority of the class are de- 
tailed officers, who, y Be. the time of 
their detail in the rps performed 
line duty. Your experience as officers 
of a combat branch as troop leaders 
combined with the knowledge you have 
ired here should warrant the ex- 
pectation of a demonstration of effici- 
ency of a very high order. You will 
all—except in a limited number of 
cases—go to duty with troops at posts 
and stations and, unless circumstances 
over which I have no contro] arise, can 
expect to remain at those stations to 
which you have been assigned until 

your detail in the Corps expires. 
“Gentlemen, you have a great oppor- 





tunity afforded you. There is no duty 
today in the Army that carries with it 
more useful work, greater opportunity 
for results, or greater happiness as the 
result of successful achievement than 
is found in the Quartermaster Corps. 
Grasp the opportunities offered you, 
make the best of them, and reap the 
profits of satisfaction and pride that 
come to him whose ideals of service, 
character, honor and duty are pat- 
terned after those which form the heri- 
tage of the professional soldier. 


Proud to Head Corps 

“It is with a feeling of genuine 
pride that I speak to you as Chief of 
the Quartermaster Corps— a Corps 
whose past achievements have been so 
splendid, whose present standards and 
aims are so high, and whose future 
possesses such power of fulfillment and 
service. I urge cooperation and team- 
work with our sister services and arms, 
and I can only ask that you display at 
all times and under all conditions of 
service these qualities which have dis- 
tinguished the Corps since its organiza- 
tion and which, through the years that 
coincide with the beginning and de- 
velopment of our national existence, 
have built up the traditions of which 
we so proudly boast. 

“There is just one more thought I 
would like to leave with you. Remem- 
ber that anything that is worth doing 
is worth doing well, and that anything 
that is worth doing is worth following 
up to see that it is done. To repeat 
something I have already told you— 
any officer who sees no fault in himself 
or his work and dismisses all criticism 
has climbed as far as he will go and 
is ready to slide back.

Reverse Patent Decision 
(Continued from First Page) 
thus acquired belonged to the Nation, 
from which he received the compensa- 
tion provided for an officer of his rank. 

“He displayed inventive ingenuity 
during his career, which added to his 
qualifications as an officer, and having 
reached the rank of captain by 1910, 
was then ordered to the important bil- 
let of member of the General Board 
of the Navy and head of the Commit- 
tee on War Plans, all of which means 
that his employment was not manual 
but intellectual, and that all the pow- 
ers of his mind, including his inventive 
ingenuity, if exercised upon means and 
instruments of naval warfare, belonged 
to the Nation as his employer. 

“He testified that he spent most of 
his time at that period devising plans 
for recapturing the Philippine Islands 
in case of their capture by an enemy, 
and that it occurred to him that such 
capture might be prevented by air- 
planes equipped to drop bombs or dis- 
charge torpedoes. 

“That was a war plan, and he claims 
its origin, but it was none the less in 
line of his employment and the result 
of the training and education which he 
owed to the Government.” 


“We cannot agree with the trial. 


court,” holds the Court of Appeals, 
“that when a member of the General 
Board of the Navy and head of the 
Committee on War Plans, spends his 
time and ingenuity in devising a method 
and apparatus for discharging tor- 
pedoes from airplanes as a part of a 
scheme of naval defense, he is entitled 
to withhold the device from the Gov- 
ernment. 

“Nor does the fact, if it be a fact, 
that some details were not perfected 
to his satisfaction until shortly after 
he was transferred to command of a 
fleet, alter the situation. * * * 

“If ownership and license of the pat- 
ents of Government employees are to 
be decided by the general rules of mas- 
ter and servant governing patent 
rights, as the Supreme Court holds in 
the Solomons case, the rule applies to 
naval officers with even greater reason 
than to civil employees such as the 
machinist in the Gill case on his per 
diem pay. For naval officers are edu- 
cated at the expense of the Govern- 
ment; paid during their academic ca- 
reer; have life tenure of office there- 
after; subsistence allowances in addi- 
tion to salary; retirement pay in old 
age; and pensions to dependents after 
death. 

“In our opinion, application of the 
law as laid down by the cases decided 
to the facts recited, establish an irre- 
voecable license in the Government to 
the use of plaintiff’s invention and pat- 
ent, even if that patent were not, as 
we think it is, invalid for inoperative- 
ness.” 

In holding that the patent was in- 


operative and thus declaring that the - 


Patent Office was in error in issuing 
the patent, Justice Hitz points out that 
Admiral Fiske testified that when he

applied for this patent he had never 
seen a seaplane and but two airplanes 
in exhibition flight, which were flimsy 
affairs and purely experimental. 

The record showed, according to the 
court, that at the date of patent, no 
aeroplane was in existence capable of 
carrying the torpedo required; that no 
torpedo was known able to sustain the 
shock of dropping from an airplane at 
the minimum speed of flight; that im- 
proved torpedoes were required for 
such use; that years of work and ex- 
perimentation subsequent to the pat- 
ent were required to produce such tor- 
pedoes and to make the conception of 
launching torpedoes from airplanes 
practical; while all labor, material, and 
money required for such experimenta- 
tion had been furnished by the United 
States. 

“Yet at a time when airplanes were 
hardly capable of rising from the 
ground,” Justice Hitz said, “Admiral 
Fiske presumes a plane capable of 
carrying and discharging a torpedo 
weighing a ton. * * * To the develop- 
ment of such a plane, the plaintiff has 
contributed nothing, yet by this judg- 
ment he is given damages against a 
brother officer based upon the total 
cost of 397 such planes alleged to have 
been used with torpedo dropping de- 
vices infringing his patent. 

“Plaintiff’s invention not only re- 
quired a plane then unknown to the 
world, and a torpedo equally unknown, 
but subsequent experiments demon- 
strated the uncertainty or failure of 
several details of his device and his 
method of operation.” 

Justice Hitz calls attention to the 
fact that Admiral Fiske testified that 
his invention “was a pure dream em- 
bodied in the descriptions and draw- 
ings,” and that he was amazed at the 
facility with which a patent was ob- 
tained for a thing so obvious. 

“We think his amazement was justi- 
fied,” he concludes, “but a dream, like 
an idea, is not an invention, and can- 
not be patented until embodied in a 
physical contrivance making it practi- 
cally useful. And the useful contriv- 
ance canont be patented even, if new, 
unless its novelty amount to discovery. 
Until the inventor has done this as a 
matter of reasonable legal certainty, 
and not as a matter of mere conjecture 
or prophetical possibility, he has given 
nothing to the public in return for the 
monopoly which he seeks by letters 
patent.” 

No appeal lies from the decision of 
the D. C. Court of Appeals, as a mat- 
ter of right, but it is thought likely 
that Admiral Fiske will ask the Su- 
preme Court of the United States to 
review the holding on a writ of cer- 
tiorari, as many believe the decision 
goes rather far on the matter of giv- 
ing the Government an irrevocable li- 
cense in the inventions of employees. 


The rule laid down seems to many to 
be contra to that given in the U. S. 
vs. Burns, an old case decided by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
and it would tend to discourage initia- 
tive and inventiveness in employees, it 
is felt. 

Admiral Moett was represented in 
the case by Attorneys Henry C. Work- 
man and Charles B. Rugg, while Attor- 
neys Ernest Wilkinson and R. J. Ma- 
whinney appeared for Admiral Fiske.

along the line last year, which were in- 
corporated in the 1932 appropriation 
act last winter. Now, following further 
demands by the administration, the 
Navy Department plans to cut still 
further and expects to turn back about 
$10,000,000 into the Treasury, which 
will make the 1932 savings total about 

$32,000,000. 

The saving will be effected by the 
aviation cut, by the personnel cut in 
the Marine Corps, by further reduction 
in fuel oil, in the cost of commodities, 
cuts in public works, naval reserve 
funds and other ways which are still 
the subject of study. 

The aviation cut, which takes care of 
about one-third of the saving, involves 
solely patrol planes, Rear Adm. Wil- 
liam A. Moffett, Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics told the Army and Navy 
Journal. 

“It was originally intended to pro- 
cure 75 patrol planes for Pearl Harbor, 
and 60 for Coco Solo,” Admiral Moffett 
said, “But owing to the financial situa- 
tion in the country, the President de- 
cided to have only 45 patrol planes at 
each of these bases. Moreover, the 
hangars and buildings at these two sta- 
tions have not been provided and kept 
up and there would be no facilities for 
them at the present time.” 

Although this results in the saving of 
about $4,500,000 (the large patrol 
planes cost about $100,000 apiece fully 
equipped), but $3,000,000 will go back 
into the Treasury, as $1,500,000 has al- 
ready been cut from funds available. 

Despite the cut, 23 of the patrol 
planes are to be bought, bids having 
been asked on 23 planes. Contrary to 
reports, the specifications for these 
planes do not call for cheaper planes, 
but for improved, more costly ships, it 
is stated at the Bureau of Aeronautics. 

The curtailment of the enlisted 
strength of the Marine Corps to about 
16,000 men will result in the saving of 
about a million dollars, while the rest 
of the ten million which is to be saved 
will come from lower prices in com- 
modities, oil, public works and from 
general paring everywhere.

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Bids Asked on Mayflower 

For the fifth time in the past two 
years, the Navy Department has 
put the USS Mayflower up for sale. 

In March of 1929, the Mayflower, 
which for 27 years had served as a 
personal yacht for the President of the 
United States, was decommissioned by 
President Hoover as a measure of 
economy and four times the vessel was 
put up for sale. Each time, however, 
the bids offered were rejected by the 
Navy Department. 

Failing to receive an adequate of- 
fer, last Fall it was decided to place 
the Mayflower back in active service. 
Work necessary to recondition the ship 
for duty as flagship of the Special 
Service Squadron was ordered, and 
while undergoing repairs at the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard, on Jan. 24, the 
Mayflower caught fire and sunk at her 
moorings. Following tne fire, the ves- 
sel was raised and following an inspec- 
tion by the Board of Inspection and 
Survey, was recommended for disposal. 

Bids for the yacht will be opened in 
the Navy Department on July 23. Un- 
der the conditions of sale, one of the 
two boilers must be removed from the 
Mayflower by the buyer and turned 
over to the Navy at the Naval Acad- 


emy. 





Rescue Bell Under Test

B. R. Patrick (ChC), USN. Honorable 
Ernest Lee Jahncke, the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy; the Honorable 
George P. Darrow, Member of Con- 
gress from Pensylvania; the Com- 
mandant of the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard, Rear Adm. L. A. Bostwick, USN, 
and Capt. J. A. Furer (CC), USN, 
Manager, Industrial Department of the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard, also took part 
in the ceremony. 

Among other distinguished guests 
at the laying of the keel were Mrs. 
Walter H. Newton and Mrs. Marie 
Hunter. Immediately after the cere- 
mony, a buffet luncheon was served by 
the Commandant and Mrs. Bostwick at 
the Commandant’s house in the Navy 
Yard. 

The construction of the Minneapolis 
will, under the direction of the Com- 
mandant, be supervised by Capt. J. A.

Special Radio for Akron 
EN the USS Akron, Navy dirig- 
ible, is completed, her radio equip- 
ment will be the most powerful in- 
stalled in aircraft, as well as the light- 
est in weight-dnd the smallest in size 


for its power. 

When bids for the manufacture of 
the Akron’s radio equipment were ad- 
vertised, the Navy specified that the 
maximum weight allowance was 1,400 
pounds and offered a bonus for every 
pound below that weight, and for speed 
in delivery. The Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Manufacturing Company . was 
awarded the contract, and by design, 
attention to details, and the use of 
light materials, brought the weight of 
the Akron’s radio equipment down to 
1,000 pounds. 

The specifications for the Akron’s 
radio equipment were prepared by the 
Navy from ics experience with radio 
equipment aboard the USS Los Ange- 
les. The Akron will have a high fre- 
quency, an intermediate frequency, and 
a direction finding receiving set. ‘Two 
trailing, reel-up type antennas will be 
installed in the new ship, one 500 feet 
long, weighted by a 20-pound “fish,” 
and the other 150 feet long, with a 15- 
pound “fish.” In addition, a fixed wire 
antenna will run along a longitudinal 
girder at the turn of the bilge and will 
be secured between short struts ex- 
tending out from the hull of the air- 
ship, the location eliminating the: pos- 
sibility of this antenna being fouled 
during landing and handling opera- 
tions.

For emergency radio power, a 
high capacity storage battery will be 
installed, which will supply enough 
power for sending emergency mes- 
sages. 

Operation of the Akron’s radio 
equipment will be supervised by one 
of the junior officers of the ship’s reg- 
alar complement. The radio crew will 
consist of four radiomen. An elec- 
trician’s mate will be assigned to the 
Akron for materiel upkeep of the elec- 
trica) installation.

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Tank School Graduation 
(Continued from First Page) 
said, when an infantryman must be 
somewhat mechanically minded. “You 
are one step ahead,” he emphasized, 
“keep building on the foundation laid 
here and you will be prepared to han- 
dle questions involving mechanization 


when they arise.” 

In introducing General Fuqua, 
Colonel Cooper told the class of the 
Chief’s intense interest in tanks and 
in the school. 

Service Pay 

General Fuqua ‘expressed his ap- 
preciation to Colonel Cooper, the fac- 
ulty of the school and the class for 
their hard work at the school and also 
spoke of the part the women have play- 


ed in the life at the post. 

General Fuqua spoke at length on 
the military career as an “attractive 
and live profession.” Touching on the 
subject of service pay, he said that 
prior to the World War were able to 
live fairly comfortably financially but 
that this has not been so since the war. 
However, he declared, he has faith in 
Congress and feels that “it will right 
what we all feel to be a great in- 
justice. 

He stressed the point that the mili- 
tary profession is the only one in which 
its members are tried for conduct un- 
becoming the standards of the profes- 
sion and a gentleman. 

The Chief of Infantry said that he 
was able to give reasonable assurance 
that the Tank School will be moved to 
Ft. Benning, Ga., in time for the school 
year 1932-33. The 1931-32 class, he 
said, will receive its instruction at Ft. 
George G. Meade. The 34th Infan- 
try, he said, probably will be moved 
to Ft. George G. Meade, from Ft. Eus- 
tis, Va. 

All of these moves, General Fuqua 
said, will be in the interest of efficiency 
and will give added prestige to the In- 
fantry and to tanks. The tank, Gen- 
eral Fuqua declared, is an Infantry 
weapon and will gain considerably by 
having its school moved to Benning 
where it can work in conjunction with 
the activities at that great Infantry 
center. It is a move to put the Tanks 
in their proper place, he said.

War Dept. Mobilization Plan 


(The following is the continution of 
the War Department Mobilization Plan 
as outlined by General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur before the War Policies Com- 
MOssion.) 


i the foregoing discussion I have 

sought to describe briefly War De- 
partment planning activity that is in- 
timately related to the probiems for 
which this Commission ,is seeking s0- 
lutions. It is obvious that some of this 
activity lies outside the scope of War 
Department fixed responsibility. The 
reasons for this apparent inconsis- 
tency are easily explainable. 

In the actual conduct of war armies 
and navies and their supporting air 
fleets are but important elements in 
the whole war-making team. In time 
of peace, however, only the War and 
Navy Departments have direct legal 
responsibilities affecting the national 
security, and only in these services do 
we find specific planning against the 
possibility of aggression. These de- 
partments take the lead in order to 
secure, and translate into concrete 
plans, opinions and data from many 
sources affecting the functioning of 
some of the other governmental agen- 
cies in the conduct of war. Otherwise 
such plans would probably be neglect- 
ed, and consequently unavailable when 
needed. Speaking generally, therefore, 
the plans of the War and Navy De- 
partments must cover the whole range 
of essential war-time activity. 

It must be apparent that the theories 
and principles on which our plans are 
based do not differ essentially from 
those expressed by the majority of the 
witnesses who have previously appear- 
ed before you. The goal we seek is 
that sought by the men responsible 
for the drafting of Public Resolution 
No. 98. Our plans simply set forth 
the methods whereby it is believed 
these principles and theories could be 
applied in the event of another great 
emergency. 

We would be bold indeed to main- 
tain that the methods so proposed are 
in every case the best. It may per- 
haps be charged that our plan is too 
conservative. But it is to be remember- 
ed that in case of need the War and 
Navy Departments must be ready to 
place these plans before the President 
and before Congress with the recom- 
mendation that they be adopted to gov- 
ern the conduct of the war. 
sponsibility in this matter is too great 
to permit the inclusion in our plans 
of any proposed policy of whose suc- 
cessful operation in war we do not fcel 
we can give assurance. Certainly, our 
plans are the result of honest effort. 
They are developing along lines that 
we believe experience has pointed out 
—and present conditions dictate. 

Progress in this work demands but 
insignificant amounts from the pub- 
lic revenue. Study, thought, and re- 
search are required, and these, to the 
best of our ability we are giving. 

I think it pertinent also to say here 
that the voluntary assistance we con- 
stantly receive from other departments, 
from associations, and from patriotic 
industrialists, is of the utmost value 
and fully appreciated by the govern- 
ment. We are studying ways and 
means through which this assistance 
may be more efficiently organized— 
and so facilitate crystallization of in- 
formation and opinion, and promote 
mutual understanding of these impor- 
tant subjects.

For the fifth time in the past two 
years, the Navy Department has 
put the USS Mayflower up for sale. 

In March of 1929, the Mayflower, 
which for 27 years had served as a 
personal yacht for the President of the 
United States, was decommissioned by 
President Hoover as a measure of 
economy and four times the vessel was 
put up for sale. Each time, however, 
the bids offered were rejected by the 
Navy Department. 

Failing to receive an adequate of- 
fer, last Fall it was decided to place 
the Mayflower back in active service. 
Work necessary to recondition the ship 
for duty as flagship of the Special 
Service Squadron was ordered, and 
while undergoing repairs at the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard, on Jan. 24, the 
Mayflower caught fire and sunk at her 
moorings. Following tne fire, the ves- 
sel was raised and following an inspec- 
tion by the Board of Inspection and 
Survey, was recommended for disposal. 

Bids for the yacht will be opened in 
the Navy Department on July 23. Un- 
der the conditions of sale, one of the 
two boilers must be removed from the 
Mayflower by the buyer and turned 
over to the Navy at the Naval Acad- 
emy. 


Rescue Bell Under Test 


"THE Navy Department was inform- 

ed, June 27, that tests which have 
been made in drydock at the Navy 
Yard, New York, on the new type 
of submarine rescue bell have been 
completed, and that the bell is being 
placed on board the naval district 
tug Iuka for shipment to the Navy 
Submarine Base, New London, Conn.

HE Navy Department has awarded 

a contract for six helium tank cars 

to the General American Tank Car 

Corporation of Chicago, the total con- 

tract amounting to $201,000. The con- 

tract awarded today will fill the needs 

of the department for helium tank 

cars to be used in connection with 
lighter-than-air activities. 
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Special Radio for Akron 
TEN the USS Akron, Navy dirig- 
ible, is completed, her radio equip- 

ment will be the most powerful in. 
stalled in aircraft, as well as the light- 
est in weight-dnd the smallest in size 
for its power. 

When bids for the manufacture of 
the Akron’s radio equipment were ad- 
vertised, the Navy specified that the 
maximum weight allowance was 1,400 
pounds and offered a bonus for every 
pound below that weight, and for speed 
in delivery. The Westinghouse Elec. 
tric Manufacturing Company .was 
awarded the contract, and by design, 
attention to details; and the use of 
light materials, brought the weight of 
the Akron’s radio equipment down to 
1,000 pounds. 

The specifications for the Akron’s 
radio equipment were prepared by the 
Navy from its experience with radio 
equipment aboard the USS Los Ange- 
les. The Akron will have a high fre- 
quency, an intermediate frequency, and 
a direction finding receiving set. Two 
trailing, reel-up type antennas will be 
installed in the new ship, one 500 feet 
long, weighted by a 20-pound “fish,” 
and the other 150 feet long, with a 15- 
pound “fish.” In addition, a fixed wire 
antenna will run along a longitudinal 
girder at the turn of the bilge and will 
be secured between short struts ex- 
tending out from the hull of the air- 
ship, the location eliminating the: pos- 
sibility of this antenna being fouled 
during. landing and handling opera- 
tions. 

Power for the transmitting set will 
be obtained from the ship’s auxiliary 
power unit, which will consist of two 
independent gas engine driven genera- 
tors. For emergency radio power, a 
high capacity storage battery will be 
installed, which will supply enough 
power for sending emergency mes- 
sages. 

Operation of the Akron’s radio 
equipment will be supervised by one 
of the junior officers of the ship’s reg- 
alar complement. The radio crew will 
consist of four radiomen. An elec- 
trician’s mate will be assigned to the 
Akron for materiel upkeep of the elec- 
trica) installation.

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Tank School Graduation 
(Continued from First Page) 
said, when an infantryman must be 
somewhat mechanically minded.

In introducing General Fuqua, 
Colonel Cooper told the class of the 
Chief’s intense interest in tanks and 
in the school. 

Service Pay 

General Fuqua ‘expressed his ap- 
preciation to Colonel Cooper, the fac- 
ulty of the school and the class for 
their hard work at the school and also 
spoke of the part the women have play- 


ed in the life at the post. 

General Fuqua spoke at length on 
the military career as an “attractive 
and live profession.” Touching on the 
subject of service pay, he said that 
prior to the World War were able to 
live fairly comfortably financially but 
that this has not been so since the war. 
However, he declared, he has faith in 
Congress and feels that “it will right 
what we all feel to be a great in- 
justice. 

He stressed the point that the mili- 
tary profession is the only one in which 
its members are tried for conduct un- 
becoming the standards of the profes- 
sion and a gentleman. 

The Chief of Infantry said that he 
was able to give reasonable assurance 
that the Tank School will be moved to 
Ft. Benning, Ga., in time for the school 
year 1932-33. The 1931-32 class, he 
said, will receive its instruction at Ft. 
George G. Meade. The 34th Infan- 
try, he said, probably will be moved 
to Ft. George G. Meade, from Ft. Eus- 
tis, Va. 

All of these moves, General Fuqua 
said, will be in the interest of efficiency 
and will give added prestige to the In- 
fantry and to tanks. The tank, Gen- 
eral Fuqua declared, is an Infantry 
weapon and will gain considerably by 
having its school moved to Benning 
where it can work in conjunction with 
the activities at that great Infantry 
center. It is a move to put the Tanks 
in their proper place, he said.

War Dept. Mobilization Plan 


(The following is the continution of 
the War Department Mobilization Plan 
as outlined by General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur before the War Policies Com- 
mossion.) 


iw the foregoing discussion I have 

sought to describe briefly War De- 
partment planning activity that is in- 
timately related to the probiems for 
which this Commission,.is seeking so- 
lutions. It is obvious that some of this 
activity lies outside the scope of War 
Department fixed responsibility. The 
reasons for this apparent inconsis- 
tency are easily explainable. 


In the actual conduct of war armies 
and navies and their supporting air 
fleets are but important elements in 
the whole war-making team. In time 
of peace, however, only the War and 
Navy Departments have direct legal 
responsibilities affecting the national 
security, and only in these services do 
we find specific planning against the 
possibility of aggression. These de- 
partments take the lead in order to 
secure, and translate into concrete 
plans, opinions and data from many 
sources affecting the functioning of 
some of the other governmental agen- 
cies in the conduct of war. Otherwise 
such plans would probably be neglect- 
ed, and consequently unavailable when 
needed. Speaking generally, therefore, 
the plans of the War and Navy De- 
partments must cover the whole range 
of essential war-time activity. 

It must be apparent that the theories 
and principles on which our plans are 
based do not differ essentially from 
those expressed by the majority of the 
witnesses who have previously appear- 
ed before you. The goal we seek is 
that sought by the men responsible 
for the drafting of Public Resolution 
No. 98. Our plans simply set forth 
the methods whereby it is believed 
these principles and theories could be 
applied in the event of another great 
emergency. 

We would be bold indeed to main- 
tain that the methods so proposed are 
in every case the best. It may per- 
haps be charged that our plan is too 
conservative. But it is to be remember- 
ed that in case of need the War and 
Navy Departments must be ready to 
place these plans before the President 
and before Congress with the recom- 
mendation that they be adopted to gov- 
ern the conduct of the war. 
sponsibility in this matter is too great 
to permit the inclusion in our plans 
of any proposed policy of whose suc- 
cessful operation in war we do not fcel 
we can give assurance. Certainly, our 
plans are the result of honest effort. 
They are developing along lines that 
we believe experience has pointed out 
—and present conditions dictate. 

Progress in this work demands but 
insignificant amounts from the pub- 
lic revenue. Study, thought, and re- 
search are required, and these, to the 
best of our ability we are giving. 

I think it pertinent also to say here 
that the voluntary assistance we con- 
stantly receive from other departments, 
from associations, and from patriotic 
industrialists, is of the utmost value 
and fully appreciated by the govern- 
ment. We are studying ways and 
means through which this assistance 
may be more efficiently organized— 
and so facilitate crystallization of in- 
formation and opinion, and promote 
mutual understanding of these impor- 
tant subjects.

MAR GENERAL FUQUA, CHIEF OF INFANTRY, held out the hope of 

increased pay for the Services this week to the graduates of the Tank 
School at Ft. George G. Meade, Md. In so doing, this distinguished officer 
was inspired by the conviction that justice would receive recognition during the 
coming Congress. No one knows better than General Fuqua the pressing need 
of relief for both officers and men. He is aware, too, in civil life responsi- 
bilities as great as those borne in the Services meet with more adequate financial 
reward. By describing the pay situation as tactfully as he did, General Fuqua 
contributed to the publicity essential to maintain public interest in the subject. 
We suggest that other officers follow his example. 





New THAT WE ARE GRANTING a moratorium on international govern- 

mental debts, which is likely to lead to cancellation, the pacifists will have 
some new figuring to do in order to show the enormous cost of war to the 
American people. In their estimates for publication, they throw in everything 
they can find, whether directly or remotely attributable to armament expense, 
in order to prove the staggering nature of the burden of taxation the nation 
is carrying as a result of war, and, of course, they will now include the losses 
we will suffer from the moratorium. According to the Director of the Veterans’ 
Bureau, nearly $800,000,000 has been disbursed as loans on adjusted service cer- 
tificates, this in addition to the pensions, hospital treatment, etc., accorded to 
the veterans. It might be suggested that a great deal of money assigned to 
the cost of war should better be assigned to the cost of politics. The real 
comparison of government expenditures, of course, is the total of the annual 
appropriations for the Army and Navy, National Guard and Reserves, with 
the total of all other expenses of the governments of the nation and the States. 
That would put a different complexion on our cost of national defense. It is 
one, however, which we can anticipate the pacifists will be certain to disregard 
in their propaganda. 





H°w’ QUICKLY THE BRITISH seize an opportunity to show the world that 

the United States is today the militaristic power to be feared! The views 
of their statesmen and press are reprinted everywhere, including in our own 
country, and spread the doctrine that the British Government is the leader 
in disarmament, and is apprehensive of the way other nations are increasing 
their personnel and engines of war. We are reminded again that the campaign 
now in progress is similar in many respects to that conducted prior to the 
World War against Germany. To read the statements of Premier MacDonald 
and others in the House of Commons this week one would think the sea and 
land power of the United States had been tremendously increased while those 
of Great Britain had been enormously decreased. Great Britain was prepared 
for war in 1914—Winston Churchill’s reminiscenes furnish proof of this fact. 
Her great expenditures of that time she could afford to scale now, especially 
as her Navy still remains predominant in spite of the London Treaty, and she 
could make even greater reductions, if other nations would do likewise in 
view of the size of her merchant marine. Moreover, comparison of the pay her 
officers and men receive, and the wages given to her workmen, with those in 
force in the United States, establish the reasons of our greater costs with less 
military and naval strength. Great Britain always has been a past master in 
propaganda; we wish we had a school to develop experts in this art and like 
cooperation between the Government and press, which would enable united 
expression of the American viewpoint. 





O BETTER DEMONSTRATION of the value of helium could have been 

given than occurred in connection with the recent fire on the Los Angeles. 
The gas did not ignite, as those aboard knew, and merely a small section of 
the envelope was burned. When we recall: the terrible consequences of fire to 
hydrogen-filled dirigibles, such as occurred during the war and subsequently in 
the case of French and: British machines, we feel we are blessed in the 
possession of this non-inflammabie gas, and should jealously guard its source 
of supply. The effect of the accident will be to increase service confidence in 
airships. Their value as scouts for the Fleet and for the carriage of airplanes 
is practically established, and further experimentation doubtless will show that 
beth on land and sea they will be of real service in connection with our 
national defense. 





N EXCELLENT SUGGESTION has been made by Capt. George L. King, 
Infantry, in an article entitled “The Psychological Effect of Chemical Warfare 
on Under-trained Troops” in the June number of the Chemical Warfare Service. 
Captain King recommends that “starting at the top, every combat officer in 
the Army be required to obtain, either through direct attendance at school or 
by extension methods, a full and complete working knowledge of chemical 
warfare.” He would also have enlisted men instructed in the elementals of 
self-protection. it is known that the Chemical Warfare Service, progressive 
as it is, is moving constantly in the direction suggested by Captain King. It 
needs more funds than are planned to give it in the budget. It should 
have them. 





GPEAKING OF THE BUDGET, we heartily agree with the views expressed 
by Senator Bingham, of Connecticut, in the article we were privileged to 
publish in our last week’s issue, discussing our next five-year air program. We 
must keep abreast of other nations in aircraft development, and to do so there 
must be adequate appropriations. Reports have reached us that curtailment of 
expenditures will be proposed by the ident. We hesitate to believe anything 
of the kind. Should the reports be true, then Congress must be depended upon 
to support adequately the Air Services. By so doing it will not only help national 

, but the aircraft manufacturers, who, in these times of depression, are 
especia'ly in need of government work. -

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Pay and Promotion.—In spite of the fact that the General Staff duty term of 
Brig. Gen. George S. Simonds, assistant chief of staff for War Plans, will expire 
Sept. 2, 1931, and Col. Frederick W. Coleman, FD, will leave in September to 
become Corps Area finance officer at San Antonio, the Army and Navy Journal 
has been assured that the Army Pay Committee, of which these two officers have 
been the leaders, will be kept active and alive. 

General Simonds, it is understood, wiil not ieave Washington immediately 
upon the expiration of his duty, but will be held over here for duty in connec- 
tion with disarmament problems. He will thus not be called upon to relinquish 
his leadership of the important pay committee. 

Colonel Coleman, whose long experience and virtually encyclopedic knowl- 
edge of the facts and figures concerned in pay revision studies, will not be so 
far away but that a call by the War Department or Congress would bring him 
quickly to Washington. 

Should General Simonds be called permanently away from Washington where 
he would not be able to function as chairman of the committee, it is a virtual cer- 
tainty that General Douglas MacArthur would appoint another officer to head 
the committee. The Chief of Staff’s interest in the subject of service pay has 
not lagged one iota, in spite of the more or less unencouraging outlook. 

The War Department has taken its own definite stand on promotion reform 
in the form of a bill sent to Congress. Nothing further can be done on that 
subject until Congress meets. Nevertheless, Lt. Col. Charles H. Patterson, who 
shaped the plan under General MacArthur’s guidance, continues to study the 
application of the measure. He is now engaged in surveying the promotion list 
as of July 1, 1931, to determine the accuracy of the forecasts made from the 
July 1, 1930, list, and to determine how the bill would have worked out had it 
become effective last year. 

Public opinion on pay reform maintains firmly its strong, favorable stand. 
Interest is particularly alive in American Legion circles. Recently two depart- 
ments of the Legion, the Florida and Wisconsin departments, adopted resolutions 
on the subject as follows: 

“Whereas resolutions were passed by the American Legion at its National 
Convention held in Louisville, Ky., in 1929, and again in Boston, Mass., in 1930, 
strongly recommending an increase in pay for officers, warrant officers, nurses, 
and enlisted men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, and Public Health Service; and 

“Whereas no such increase in pay has been granted; Therefore be it 

“Resolved, That this convention approves the action of the Nationa] Con- 
vention and urges speedy passage, during the next regular session of Congress, 
of the new pay schedule for the active and retired personnel of these services, 
based upon the present cost of living. Be it further 

“Resolved, That copies of this action be sent to the President of the United 
States, to the Chairmen of the Military and Naval Affairs Committees of the 
Senate and House, and to the Senators and Representatives from Florida. 

“This the thirteenth annual convention of the Florida Department, American 
Legion, held in Tampa, Fla., April 9 to 11, 1931. C. Howard Rowton, Adjutant.” 

“Whereas the American Legion, at its National Convention held in Louisville 
last year, passed two resolutions strongly recommending an increase in pay for 
‘ the officers, warrant officers, nurses and enlisted men of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and Public Health Service; and 

“Whereas we are of the opinion that such increase in pay is of vital necessity 
and importance to maintain the desired state of efficiency and morale in the 
various branches of government service: Now therefore be it 

“Resolved, That the Wisconsin Department, The American Legion, in con- 
vention assembled, in the city of Sheboygan, this 20th day of August, 1930, 
reaffirms the action taken by the National Convention and endorses the rates of 
pay as recommended by the Interdepartmental Pay Board. Be it further 

“Resolved, That a copy of this resolution be sent to the President, Wisconsin 
Senators and Congressmen, and to the Chairmen of the Joint Congressional 
Committees on Service Pay, Washington, D. C.” The above motion by Mr. 
Godfrey was seconded and then carried. 2

Assign Ship for Air Bombing Practice.—The SS Mount Shasta has been trans- 
ferred to the Air Corps for target use at Langley Field by the United States 
Shipping Board, according to an announcement by the Shipping Board. The 
Board took this action upon request of the Chief Coordinator. 

The Mount Shasta is a steel vessel of 7,242 deadweight tons. She was built 
in 1917 and has been laid up in the James River since 1921. She is one of the 
vessels considered as surplus, and if sold to private purchasers would be scrapped. 

The vessel will be towed into the deep water near Langley Field, and will 
be used as a target for various types of aerial bombs, it was learned. It is 
expected that efforts will be made to keep the target as long as possible, using 
small bombs to start with, and noting their effect, and later sinking the vessel 
with larger bombs. Target practice for accuracy may endeavor to drop bombs 
within close range of the ship without actually hitting it.

Machine Gun Developments.— Machine guns and semi-automatic rifles and 
devices pertaining to the two have been the subjects of recent development by 
the Ordnance Department recently. 

The .50 caliber machine gun, anti-aircraft, under development at the Colt’s 
Patent Firearms Manufacturing Company, Hartford, Conn., has progressed fa- 
vorably. Preliminary tests have been made at the Colt plant, and it was found 
that the mechanism for holding the bolt in the retracted position is not quite 
satisfactory and changes were necessary. These changes are now being made, 
and it is expected that the gun will be ready for test by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment some time this month. 

The Office of the Chief of Ordnance has ordered two .50 caliber machine guns 
from the Colt Company which are a combination of an air and liquid cooled ma- 
chine gun. This is accomplished by removing the barrel jacket and screwing in a 
feed. The Colt Company has promised delivery on these guns about the middle 
water-cooled jacket in its place. The gun is also capable of right and left hand 
of this month. 

The Springfield Armory has been requested to manufacture three models af 
1919, adaptable to both tank and cavalry use. When these sights are completed 
a new type of sight for the Browning Tank Machine Gun, caliber .30, Model of 
they will be forwarded to the service for test and comment. 

The buffer developed by Mr. William Bull, of Springfield Armory, for the 
Brot ning machine gun, .30 caliber, Model of 1917, has been forwarded to Aber- 
deen Proving Ground for further test. 

Tests of the Garand and Pederson semi-automatic rifle, caliber .276, com- 
menced about June 15 at Ft. Riley. " 

General Gilchrist Speaks of Chemical Warfare—“We don’t know today what the 
principal weapon will be in the next war,” Maj. Gen. Harry L. Gilchrist, Chief 
of the Chemical Warfare Service, said, according to news reports, “but science is 
progressing so fast no one should laugh at the possibility of a ‘death ray’ or 
other inventions which would have been regarded as fantastic a few years ago.” 

General Gilchrist also called attention to the fact that men exposed to gas, 
even mustard gas—the most difficult of all to combat—have twelve times as 
good a chance to recover as men wounded. The after effects, he said, are no 
more harmful than the measles. 

He also stated that the United States would never be the first to use gas in 
a war, but that we would be ready to retaliate if an opponent should use it against 
mus. The aim, he said, of present day chemical warfare is not to kill, but to dis- 
able, because it takes five able-bodied men to care for a single disabled soldier. 
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Appointment and Assignment of Gene~ai Officers.—It is highly probable that 
many decisions of great importance, including the appointment of possibly eleven 
general officers, will be made by Secretary of War Hurley before he leaves the 
latter part of July for his proposed visit to the Philippines. Inasmuch as he will 
not return before September, when he plans to be back in Washington for the 
resumption of the meetings of the War Policies Commission, it will be virtually 
necessary for him to work out now some matters which otherwise might have 
waited another month. Whether his decisions will be made public before his de- 
parture is problematical. 

For one thing, it is quite likely that he will decide upon a successor for Maj, 
Gen. William Lassiter, who retires by operation of law on September 30, 1931, 
and probably also for Maj. Gen. Hanson E. Ely and. Maj. Gen. Fred W. Sladen, 
both of whom pass from the active list November 31, 1931. It 1s generally as- 
sumed, in view of General MacArthur’s rather strict adherence to the principle 
of seniority, that these three line major generalcies will go to Brig. Gen.s Joseph 
C. Castner, Edward L. King and Harold B. Fiske. While there is a possibility 


that the appointing authorities may reach further down the list, this possibility 
usually is regarded as secondary. 

There will also be the necessity for naming a new bigadier general to suc- 
ceed Brig. Gen. Henry G. Learnard, who attains the age of 64 in August. There 
will thus be three major generals and one brigadier general of the line to be 
named to fill vacancies caused by retirements, and three additional brigadier gen- 
erals to be named to fill the vacancies to be brought about by the promotions, 
making a total of seven general officers of the line to be appointed. 


In addition, there will be two chiefs of branches who will go out of office. 
Maj. Gen. William G. Everson has announced that he will resign some time in 
the fall to return to his pastoral duties. The four-year term of Maj. Gen. James 
E. Fechet, Chief of the Air Corps, also will expire on December 14, 1931. General 
Fechet is not due to retire for age until August of 1941, but it will be recalled 
that at the time he took office General Fechet announced his firm belief in the 
one-term principle for chiefs of branches and stated that he would not be a 








‘candidate for reappointment at the expiration of his term. The term of Brig. 


Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois as assistant chief of the Air Corps expires December 
20, 1931, while Brig. Gen. Carl R. Darnall, assistant to the Surgeon General, re- 
tires for age December 31, 1931. 

+ These four vacancies in general officership for the branches bring the known 
total of general officers to be appointed this year to eleven. 

The name of Brig. Gen. Frank D. Beary, former adjutant general of Penn- 
sylvania, is mentioned prominently in connection with speculation as to a suc- 
cessor for General Everson. Maj. Gen. Creed C. Hammond, formerly chief of 
the bureau, also is given a good chance to come back. Col. Richard E. Mittle- 
staedt, former adjutant general of California, who now commands the 250th 
Coast Artillery Regiment, has considerable backing. 

Brig. Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois, the present .ranking assistant to the Chief 
of Air Corps, is given the best chance in current gossip to succeed General 
Fechet as Chief of the Air Corps. However, this does not shut out from con- 
sideration the names of others, such as Brig. Gen. Charles H. Danforth, also as- 
sistant to the chief, who stands number three on the list of colonels of the Air 
Corps. General Foulois stands number five on the list of lieutenant colonels. 
Brig. Gen. Henry C. Pratt, the other assistant, is number nine on the list of 
lieutenant colonels. Col. Chalmers G. Hall is the present ranking colonel of the 
corps, while Col. Theodore A. Baldwin, jr., ranks second. Generals Danforth and 
Fechet come next, with Col. Clarence C. Culver (GSC) and Col. Ira F. Fravel 
completing the list. Col. Frank P. Lahm is the ranking lieutenant colonel. Many 
consider that there is a likelihood of Lt. Col. Roy C. Kirtland being selected for 
ene of the vacancies in view of the splendid work he has been doing at Langley 
Field, Va. 

The Medical Department is wondering who will succeed General Darnall as 
assistant to the Surgeon General. Col. Edward L. Munson succeeded to the 
brigadier generalcy created by the retirement of Brig. Gen. Henry C. Fisher. 
This was in spite of the fact that General Munson lacks more than two years of 
having enough service left to complete the term. However, General Munson was 
the ranking colonel, and it is believed that seniority, as followed by General 
MacArthur in other instances, ruled in spite of the four-year term. The selec- 
tion by Secretary Hurley of Col. Robet U. Patterson as the Surgeon General is 
not generally taken as abrogating the rule of seniority, but merely an exception 
to the rule. Applying the rule of seniority, Col. Thomas S. Bratton would get 
the post, although he has only until August of 1932 to serve. Next in line would 
come Col. George A. Skinner, whose retirement date is June, 1934, followed by 
Col. Weston P. Chamberlain, who lacks only six months of having enough time 
to fill out the full four years, his retirement not being due until June of 1935. 
Col. Frederick M. Hartsock, the next in line, does not retire until May of 1939, 
Others whose names are frequently mentioned include Col. Douglas F. Duval, 
Col. Clarence J. Manly, Col. Albert E. Truby and Col. Charles R. Reynolds. 

The Secretary also will be faced with the problem of assignments of general 
officers. Maj. Gen. Paul B. Malone already has been assigned to take over the 
command of the Third Corps Area upon the retirement of General Sladen. Gen- 
eral Malone has relinquished command of the Philippine Division to Brig. Gen. 
Casper H. Conrad, jr., and sailed, June 23, for the United States. On the trans 
port with him is Brig. Gen. Frank C. Bolles, who is on his way to take com- 
mand of the 12th Brigade at Ft. Sheridan, Ill. Brig. Gen. John F. Madden 
takes over the command of the 23rd Brigade at Ft. William McKinley, P. I., re- 
linquished by General Conrad. Brig. Gen. Manus McCloskey who preceded Gen- 
eral Bolles in command of the 12th Brigade, takes over command of the 13th 
Field Artillery Brigade, Ft. Bragg, N. C. Brig. Gen. James K. Parsons is due 
to sail on or about July 15 for the Hawaiian Department to command the 2ist 
Brigade at Schofield Barracks. Command of the 9th Coast Artillery District, 
Presidio of San Francisco, now held by General Parsons, will be taken over by 
Brig. Gen. James H. Reeves. With the Third Corps Area already taken care of, 
that leaves the Hawaiian Department and the Second Corps Area yet to be as- 
signed to take care of the other two anticipated vacancies. This will probably 
lead to a more or less general realignment of assignments, with probably Maj. 
Gens. Dennis E. Nolan, Johnson Hagood, William D. Connor, Frank Parker and 
Frank R. McCoy taking part. 

Another important assignment which the Secretary probably will be called 
upon to approve before his departure is that of a successor to Brig. Gen. George 
S. Simonds, assistant chief of staff in charge of the War Plans Division, whose 
tour of duty with the General Staff expires September 2, 1931. 

Aside from matters of personnel, there will be others of supreme importance 
to be decided by the Secretary. The budget undoubtedly will be completely out- 
lined before his departure. And that is a matter of no little concern in these 
days of deficits and economy. There is little doubt but that it will be pared to 
the bone, but there does not seem to be much likelihood that a cut in personnel 
will be initiated in the budget. If such a movement arises it appears that it 
will be brought from other sources and not sponsored by the administration, al- 
though it is a subject upon which the Secretary has not committed himself pub- 
licly. 

Another subject of military importance is that of deciding which cavalry 
regiment will become mechanized to absorb the Mechanized Force and where the 
new mechanized cavalry regiment will be stationed. The station of the new 
regiment probably will be either Camp Knox, Ky., or Ft. Riley, Kans., with a 
leaning toward Camp Knox at the present stage of considerations. 

The abandonment of Army posts also will come in for consideration, inas- 
much as this project is still in the hands of the General Staff for study and re- 
port. The conclusions made public some weeks ago were merely preliminary and 
not final and the entire matter still is under study.

Revised Regulations 
(Continued from First Page) _ 
the five years immediately preceding 
(and prior to Oct. 1, 1930), his inter- 
est in military affairs by having a 
written record of at least 300 hours 
of Army extension course work, at- 
tendance at classes, administrative du- 
ties in connection with his unit, or ac- 
tive participation with troops on iInac- 

tive duty training.” 

One of the points formerly embodied 
in AR 140-21, and now incorporated 
in the new regulation, is that of waiv- 
ers and exemptions in examinations 
for certificates of capacity. In place 
of all examinations and practical 
tests required under the head of 
“Military Knowledge Qualifications” 
and “Ability Qualifications,” examin- 
ers and examining boards will accept 
evidence of satisfactory completion of 
appropriate courses of instruction for 
National Guard and Reserve Officers 
at general and special service schools, 
for certificate of capacity to the grades 
of first lieutenant, captain, major, lieu- 
tenant colonel and colonel. In the case 
of the first lieutenant and captain, the 
company officers’ course of instruction 
at the appropriate special service 
school is required. In the case of ma- 
jors the advanced or field officers’ 
course at the appropriate special serv- 
ice school is necessary. For the lieu- 
tenant colonel and colonel, the com- 
mand and general staff course is re- 
quired. 

Any lieutenant colonel who, while in 
the grade of major, completed the 
course for National Guard and Re- 
serve Officers the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff School, or the entire Com- 
mand and General Staff School exten- 
sion course, or elects to be examined 
on this course and passes it success- 
fully, will be exempted from examina- 
tions in all military knowledge quali- 
fications when making application for 
a certificate of capacity for promotion 
to the grade of colonel. He will, how- 
ever, be required to undergo a test of 
his practical military ability.

Foresee -Best Rifle Year 

Washington, D. C.—The 1931 Na- 
tional Rifle and Pistol Matches, recog- 
nized as the world’s biggest and most 
colorful shoot, will see more than 3000 
marksmen, ranging from boys and 
girls of 12 years up to hardened miii- 
tary and police shooters, on the firing 
line at Camp Perry, Ohio, Aug. 23 to 
Sept. 13, according to announcement 
of the National Rifle Association. 

Officials of the association with Brig. 
Gen. M. A. Reckord, executive vice 
president, and C. B. Lister, secretary- 
treasurer, as spokesmen, express con- 
fidence, on the strength of reports from 
all soprces, that the matches will sur- 
pass by far, in number of contestants 
and in the attractiveness of the pro- 
gram, any past matches. From almost 
every State and from military, naval, 
National Guard, Reserve Officers and 
CMTC divisions have come announce- 
ments that elimination contests for 
the selection of teams are progressing 
and are receiving many candidates or 
that teams have already been selected’ 
and are practicing daily. Then, too, 
the individual marksmen of the coun- 
try are priming their rifles or pistols 
and themselves for the arduous come 
petition of the matches. 

An increase of seven among State, 
National Guard, service, CMTC and 
ORC teams has already been definitely 
announced. Last year 108 competed. 
This year there will be 115. 

The National Matches are especially 
remarkable from the standpoint that 
they are virtually alone as a sport in 
which practically everyone on the 
scene is an active competitor and not 
a mere spectator. There is no sport- 
ing tournament that brings together so 
large a number of men, and even 
women, boys and girls, every one of 
whom is an actual contestant. 

During the first week, Aug. 23 to 29, 
the small arms firing school, the juni- 
or school of instruction and the police 
school of instruction will be held. The 
matches of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion will be fired from Aug. 30 to 
Sept. 7, an extra day having been al-. 
lotted this year. The last six days, 
Sept. 8 to 13, will be devoted to the 
four national rifle and pistol matches.

NATURALLY, after the advance of 
the past few days, one of the mar- 
ket questions uppermost is the techni- 
cal condition. According to recent ad- 
vices from E. A. Pierce & Co. the tech- 
nical condition can hardly be called 
weak. Many speculative holders of 
common stocks and others interested 
in the market from a trading stand- 
point have not been convinced as to 
the fundamental soundness of the ad- 
vance. There has been, it is believed, 
more than a little liquidation of long 
stock and also more than a little stedy 
speculative selling on a scale up.

It is 
held likely, however, that if business 
improves in the Fall and general senti- 
ment grows more confident during the 
Summer the automobile industry from 
a sales standpoint, will benefit without 
having to wait until the Spring of 1932. 
In other words, it is not wise to accept 
without reservation the theory that in 
the third and fourth quarters of the 
year net pofits of the leading manu- 
facturers will necessarily be on the de- 
cline.

The ROTC group, which will train 
from June 14 to July 25, a period of 
six weeks, will be given all the train- 
ing possible in a wide variety of sub- 
jects. They will have artillery drill 
of every kind, including gunnery and 
service practice, interior guard duty, 
unit supply and administration, recon- 
naisance, pistol marksmanship, first 
aid, hygiene and sanitation, ete. Each 
morning they will have a half hour’s 
physicial training. 

The schedule also calls for three road. 
marches, July 2, 10, and 17, the last to 
be the longest one, the boys going to 
Manhattan for an overnight camp. An 
overnight problem is scheduled for the 
last week of the camp. 


On June 24 the Colored Citizens’ 
Military Training Camp opened with 
150 men enrolled mostly from the vicin- 
ity of St. Louis.

The Army Relief Society 
By MAJ. ve G. HARBORD, 


SA, Ret. 

THs period of depression ,with in- 

creased necessity for financial as- 
sistance to the unfortunate, emphasizes 
the importance of the Army Relief So- 
ciety. The circumstances of the serv- 
ice are such that local civil charities 
cannot be expected to be generally in- 
terested in the widows and orphans of 
the Regular Army. They belong to no 
civil community. 

American citizens, generally, do not 
know the details of their government’s 
generosity to the widows and orphans 
of its regular officers and soldiers. If 
he dies on the active list of the Army 
his widew and minor heirs draw a 
pension—a very inadequate one, but a 
pension, nevertheless. If he dies from 
the retired list they get no pension un- 
less it can be proved that his death was 
incident to something incurred while 
still on the active list. Take the case, 
for example, of a retired masted ser- 
geant who dies, with a record of both 
war and peace service. If his death re- 
sults from something incident to his 
war service and the facts are proven 
to the satisfaction of the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau, the widow will receive $30 per 
month pension. If the death resulted 
from something incident to his peace- 
time service, and it is proven to the 
satisfaction of the Pension Bureau, the 
pension will be twelve dollars per 
month—though the man is no deader 
in the one case than in the other, and 
the widow will find either sum impos- 
sible to live on. 

Spirit of the Service 

There is nothing but spirit of the reg- 
ular service to stand between these 
helpiess ones and destitution. Through 
the Army Relief Society the Regular 
Army stands by its own. Over a gen- 
eration ago, just after the War with 
Spain, a small group of sympathetic 
and noble-hearted women met in New 
York City under the inspiration of Mrs. 
Daniel Lamont, widow of President 
Cleveland’s Secretary of War, and or- 
ganized the Army Relief Society. It 
had, and still has, no other object than 
quietly providing assistance to Regu- 
lar Army widows and orphans. For 
over 30 years it has been administra- 
tively managed by women, and with 
that tender and sympathetic efficiency 
which can never be found in any chari- 
table organization managed by mere 
men. It does its work of ministration 
silently and promptly. 

I suppore no one ever accept charity 
without some inward sense of humilia- 
tion. That feeling is at a minimum 
only when the charity is confidential, 
and is bestowed by those brought to- 
gether by such intangible ties as those 
which bind us who have worn the uni- 
form and followed the flag together. 
The confidential feature of the Army 
Relief Society work is its most precious 
characteristic. The investigation of 
cases and the extension of relief, 
whether in money, clothing or educa- 
tion, are silently and sacredly guarded. 
The fact that there is no beating of 
drums, no ballyhoo about it, militates 
against it when funds are needed for 
its support, for they can hardly be 
raised in the usual way. Its sterility 
for publicity purposes does not com- 
mend it to many philanthropists. Its 
silent methods do not commend it as a 
specialty to lovers of the limelight. 

Organization 

The organization has its headquar- 
ters in New York City under the pres- 
idency of Mrs. Arthur W. Page, 165 
East 65th Street, assisted by a staff 
and board of directors composed of 
women from both Army and civil life. 
There are three trustees, who advise 
regarding investment of funds and per- 
form the usual duties of trustees. They 
are Hon. George W. Wickersham, 
Cornelius N. Bliss, and James G. Har- 
bord. The treasurer is Mr. Cornelius 
R. Agnew. These four are the only 
men connected with the management. 
No salaries or fees of any kind are paid 
in the Army Relief Society. Subordi- 
nate to the parent organization are the 
several branches, some territorial and 
some pertaining to the several arms 
or depatments of the Army. 

Its method of raising funds has been 
by solicitation of individuals, and by 
the efforts of the several branches, with 
an occasional small legacy. A steadfast 
aim for some years has been to build 
up by careful management a reserve 
fund, the income from which would 
help carry over in time like this when 
the usval sources of revenue might run 
ow. Funds for the annual budget of 
the last several years have been much 
helped by carnivals, tournaments, gar- 
den parties and the like, held at central 
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stations like Governors Island, Ft. 
Myer, Army War College, to which a 
generous civil population is tributary 
which knows the Army and likes it. 


This year, possibly because of the ec6- . 


nomic depression or from other reasons, 


these particular events have been dis- . 


continued. The loss of this help is a 
serious blow to the society work for 
1931, and means one of three things: 
Curtailment of charitable activity; ex- 
penditure of not only the income but 
some of the actual principal of the 
reserve fund; or raising funds through 
increased activity of the _ several 
branches. It is up to the Army to 
make this society flourish, or let it 
shrivel up and die for want of support. 

There have been some who criticise 
the society’s work, not understanding 
it. There are others who believe this 
charity of less importance than recrea- 


tion and amusement; still others that | 
an Army widow and her children and 


its financial assistance should be sub- 





ject to official control. Some hold that 


the funds raised shouldbe spent in the 
limited area where particular sums are 
raised. Others would at the discretion 
of commanding officers broaden the 
charity to -include somebody or some- 
thing besides widows and orphans. 
Complaint is heard that there is dupli- 
eation through the fact that a large 
post or headquarters may include per- 
sonnel belonging to staff departments, 
who thus may be solicited for a double 
assessment. The organization could 
doubtless be improved by an adjust- 
ment of this last-described condition. 

My own firm conviction is that any 
attempt to extend official control over 
its operations will be to destroy the 
very soul of it, which is the confiden- 
tial nature of its work. To broaden its 
field to include others than widows and 
orphans would scatter its effort and 





diminish its efficiency. It is the only 
thing that stands today between many
